Lorp Byron’s Tragedy of Werner, and the Pantomime drew an ex- 
cellent house last night; the whole of the third act, and part of the 
fourth were completely inaudible, from the squabbles of the half-price 


gallery gentry. 
Covent Garden Cheatre. 

Last night The Carnival at Naples was performed at this Theatre, 
for the 11th time, in consequence of the indisposition of Miss Invera- 
rity rendering the performance of Cinderella impracticable, and at- 
tracted a good house ; indeed, we consider it one of the most popular 
musical plays produced for some time, and aided by the delightfal act- 
ing of Miss Taylor, who has fully justified our expectations, we feel 
convinced that it will still draw a good audience every night of its 
repetition. Barnett’s music is by no means the least attraction; the 
overture is his chef d’euvre, and the trio ‘When evening shades are 
spreading,’ is a beautiful piece of harmony. Miss Taylor sang the two 
pretty ballads ‘ My lov’d Home,’ and ‘ This rose I pluck’d at morn,’ 
with great taste, and was deservedly applauded. Miss Hughes, Miss 
Hi. Cawse, and Mr. Wilson, were also in good voice, and sang their 
songs in a manner highly creditable to them, and were each warmly 
appiauded ; we are much pleased to find same of the papers have mis- 
taken the effects produced by our native composer forthose of the most 

opular of Weber and Auber.—This must be highly flattering to him. 
The Pantomime coneluded ; it begins to go more smoathly, and rather 
improves upon acquaintance. 

At this ‘Theatre they introduce in the Pantomime a live duck, and a 
poney, and at Drury Lane a pig; we mtst beg to enter our protest 
against all such exhibitions, which if set absolutely painful to the ani- 
mals, must yet aunoy them much, but we object to them on account 
of the ideas such exhibitions must suggest to children of torturing ani- 
mals, a practice to which they are already too prone; if they see at 
a Theatre that the squeaking of a pig, or the fright of a duck excites 
laughter ; they will naturally enough endeavour to extract amusement 
by inflicting pain on all animals within their reach. 


The Olympic Theatre opens with a new piece, founded on the story 
of the unfortunate Mary Stuart, the lovely heroiuve will be personated 
by Miss Foote, who as regarde person, is decidedly the fittest repre- 
sentative that could be selected. A farce written to shew Mrs. Glover's 
excellence in cld maid’s characters will also be produced on the same 
evening.

Ithen pop into Weeks’s Royal Mechanical Exhibition, 3, Tichborne Street, 
Piccadilly, to see the new spleudid Temples, covered with besutifnl Jewellery.

Wednesday, I drop into 28, Cld Bond Street, to see the celebrated Statues 
of Tam O’Shanter, Souter Jolinny, the Landlord, and Landlady, the clever pro- 
ductions of Mr. James Thom, the self-taught Sculptor. Whoever has read Burns 
must see them—the gallantry of Tam—the approving smile of the Landlady—, 
the sly humour of the Souter, and the loud laugh of the Landlord—all admirable, 
conld not resist joining ‘* mine host” in his merry chorus—a good fire in the 
room—makes the Lounge delightfal. :
